Professor Fenichel told the 
rally he is more concerned with 
increasing the role of faculty in 
determining academic policies at 
McGill. He pointed out that since 
only 20% of the Senate member- 
ship is elected, the staff has little 
power in influencing the nature 
of university education. 

Commenting on the Daily af- 
fair, he said, "There is no be- 
havior incompatible with one's 
status as a student If there is, 
the same applies to the behavior 
of the faculty. It is very difficult 
to determine, what is academic 
or non-academic behavior. ■ 

"It is -up to the community to 
define obsccnityv I don't thinlc 
the university can define its own 
code of ethics to the point of 
taking Judicial action against stu- 
dents. 

"In terms of good f sense and 
good politics, the university has 
made a great mistake." 

Professor John Shinglcr, of 
the Department of Political' 
Science and Economics, pleaded 
against factionalism among SDU 
members. He chastised activists 
for lacking structure and strate- 
gy. "We need a structural re- 
organization of the Students' 
Council. If it were truly represen- 
tative, there would .have been a

Poor pay more— Carter

Kenneth' Carter, chairman of the recent Royal Commis- 
sion on Taxation, ' colled the present system of taxation in 
Canada unfair in a speech last night at Moyse Hall. ' 

He said people in lower Income brackets bear too much of the 
weight of the taxiation. He singled out property taxes as an example 
of this. "Property .taxes arc not graded to income, thus in this field 
poorer people are treated unmercifully." He stressed fairness as the 
most important criterion of tax collection. 

Carter told the meeting, sponsored by the Commerce Speakers 
Program and the Canadian Centennial Committee, that small busi- 
nesses should not enjoy tax concessions, however he advocated regular 
deductions for expenses and subsidies when necessary. 

He said, "The economic strength of the country arises directly 
out of the strength of the small businesses." He categorically denied 
any attempt to drive them out of the market. 

At present Canada taxes people individually. Carter recommended 
that income tax be based on the family unit .as it Is in most countries. 
"Authorities can make a fairer assessment in this manner of what 
we glibly call ability to pay." 

In his closing remarks Carter stated corporations should not 
pay direct taxes but rather the shareholders should 6c taxed — 
more efficient and fairer. 

If the Commission's recommendations arc put into effect personal 
tax rates will go down to the US level — a 10 to ZO'i'tt reduction, 
Carter said. This will create more incentive for investment in Canadian 
enterprises. , 

He also pointed out .what he thought was a specific Injustice 
in the tax system — the position of life insurance companies. "They 
receive tax exemptions ostensibly because they do so much good. 
I think they should be taxed on the same basis as any other 
company."

Last night thé Students' Council took what may turn out to be 
the most important décision in its history. It took a stand for student 
autonomy and against Administration intervention. For years McGill 
has been boasting about the autonomy of its Students' Society. The 
Senate's action in the Daily issue clearly indicates that the Adminis- 
tration has no respect for this autonomy; whenever it wants to, it is 
going to step in and bypass Council. That body told Senate last night 
that it has no intention of being ignored. - 

If a sense of community is to develop within our university, stu- 
dents must retain that measure of independence that they have for so 
long believed they possessed^ . . 

The Àirnlniirtration ddiméd the situ^ it

'But when they, the students, 
have no responsibility,' then I 
suggest that the administration, 
to protect the generation that 
did care, has the right to act. 

Anyone who has witnessed 
the incompetence and petty po- 
litics of the past couple of days 
must realize that there is' sO' 
mething very sick about Stu< 
dents Council and the S.C. 
Executive.- 

On Friday, the S.C. took the 
issue almost as a joke.

Define boundaries 

For the first Ume in McGUl's 

long history of conservative 
tradition the students have a 
cause to fight about Sides have 
been taken, speeches made and 
general disorder' has invaded 
the tranquil, studious atmo- 
sphere of McGlIl University. 
The issue of which I am speak- 
ing of course Is the recent 
crisis over an obscene article 
published by the "McGill 
Daily". 

The entire incident started as 
a case of ill Judgement on the 
part of 3 members the McGlIl 
Dally" staff. The article was 
taken out of context, in which 
we assume the Intended effect 
was:j|chieved. Bvit out of con- 
text tfiîs'^nly purpose achiev- 
ed was that of willful degrada- 
tion of the newspaper. It Is a 
pitiful state of affairs when re- 
sort to shock treatment by way 
of obscene material Is ncccs- 
'sary. ' ' ■ ' 

The Inçident,^ihowcvçr,|jÙdn't 
stop therel An oiitragcâ'^admln- 
, Istratlon at once called for the 
hides of those responsible. 
Tills was an understandable re- 
sult since most people on first 
reading of the article were 
genuinely shocked. It is only 
on perhaps second or third 
reading that the "reality" of 
the 'Isatlre" makes Itself felt 
However, once a stand is tak- 
en. It Is too late to . stop the 
chain of events that arc bound 
to succeed afterwards. Wlint 
could have been an Internal af- 
fair and settled discreetly was 
immediately blown up Into a 
conversation piece not only for 
universities of Montreal but 
for the entire city, the pro- 
vince, and for other parts of 
Canada as well. 

The Issues of student rights, 
blanketed behind all this fuss 
Is. one of importance. But In 
order to have rights of any 
kind certain basic concepts 
must be understood and form- 
ulated into some kind of reg- 
ulation. For instanccj^^tn- 
portant facet of rlghWl^re- 
sponsibllity. In fact it is the 
most Important Those who 
long for, fight for and die for 
rights .must have the responsib- 
ility to accept and understand 
the mlcs that rights entail. 

But those McGill students 
Involved have been temporarily 
blinded to this understandlnc. 
Heads swelled with a cau.sc to 
fight for. they have proved 
themselves, by their recent 
actions, incapable of handling 
or respecting those rights. 

It is therefore felt that al- 
though the administration was 
rnthcr harsh in Its Interférence, 
it nevertheless wns necessary 
for the students. By this I mean 
that the time has finally come 
to question exactly what the 
l)oundarIcs of students' rights 
are.

' The unanimous opinion of the Coiirt'' 
(Lcclerc, ' C J., Blunter, . Caplan, Cûsma> • 
riu, Harrington, Labelle and Uditslcy, 
J J.) is as follows: 

• Before entering upon a discussion of 
the^precise point of law contained in the 
petition prcsertted to us under date 
November 0, 1067, it is necessary to 
make some comment regarding the cha> - 
racter of the reference, and the drafts- 
manship of this '"petition. On thç first 
point, the Committee fully realized the 
importance of the matter , to be decided 
both in terms of . the effects on the 
parties themselyes|and on the public 
at large. A pufiiUe^bearing was held - 
November 13th and each party was 
given an opportunity, through counsel, 
to present its side in the dispute. To 
expedite the process, lha Committee 
decided to employ as few ^exclusionary, 
rules as possible; the procedure was 
to be relatively informal, with the ^Com- 
mittee of Judges taking under . reserve 
ost objections' raised by counsel. - 

' The' informality of procedure of 
course had- its disadvantages. It, for- 
example, left the Committee and counsel 
PPiyilipithej^poN^^^ . conse- 

quencessasTwItness^ Incrimination, irre- 
levant qtiestionirig and weak evidence. 
It. was felt, however, that these short- 
comings could be counterbalanced, by 
the Committee in its deliberations, 
where , all evidence declared admissible 
could be weighed on an evidentiary 
basis. Thus the Committee trusted itself 
to give the proper weight to the evi- 
dence which was received in what we 
thougtit to be the most practical. Just 
and expeditious manner. - 

With respect to the draftman$hip of 
this petition, we must express our, dis- 
pleasure at the way the matter was 
referred to us. As we understand the 
judicial ^: role, we are called upon to 
pfonoiince upon, a precise legal ques- 
tion. This is the only concern we hâve 
on a reference presented to us by a 
body such as the Students' Council. We 
were most displeased to see the penal 
.work of Council included in the petition, 
as It was presented, and would urge that 
future petitioners refrain from deli- 
neating what will be the consequences 
of our decision on the point which is 
our particulier concern. The Judicial 
Committee neither participates in the 
decision as to penal effects norrdoes. 
it wish to speculate about inferences 
which might be drawn from material 
that may be collateral to the Issue of 
its concern. 

Further on draftsmanship the Com- 
mittee had sbroe difficulty in determin- 
ing the precise nature of the question 
which was the subject of the reference. 
After listening to: the arguments of 
Counsel, we have come to the conclusion 
that the matter was intended to read : 



"Did thë^t?offp&bIl8hing (or did the 
decision to publish) the article which 
appeared In the McGill Daily on No- 
vember 3rd., 1067, entitled 'Boll-Wec- . 
vils' constitute, an act of bad faith 7't . 
. It Is on this footing that we shall con-, 
sider the reference, and proceed to de- 
termine the answer in law. 

,'Bad faith^i^ Js aa l ^^ig e nêrajÉa'»^ 
what • lndeflhl{ePîSpïnî*!îtWcaî^^ 
defined with exactness. It has no 
constricted meaning. While it is a term 
not unknown to Canadian law, it is not 
. a. term. often.l.used^in respect to the 
act:of~piibIlshing;' It'ls found in some 
of the libel sections of the Criminal 
Code, as for example. Sec. 258, but it 
is nowhere defined and docs not form 

- part of the actual definition of libel. 

However, 'bad faith' has been equated 
with 'malice', a term used in American 
libel cases. The Manitoba case of Glflord 
V. Ktlioh,i,(i943)^2^W.WJtvL7p,.held that 
. ,: 'bad^faith'^ al'^und^lnW e^^ 
;se8ses Act of tltatiprovince JiaatMBSwroe 
meaning as 'mallce'.f *^' ' 

Malice is generally said to be of two 
kinds, malice in lawjandimalice in fact. 
Malice in lawils^^esiaM teWeilby .à wrong- 
ful act in wBB ^^^one without just 
cause or excuse. Mailc'e In fact generally 
requires an actual intention of ill will. 

The American cases Indicate that the 
fiction of legal malice is sufficient to 
' constitute libel. However the term 'bad 
faith' Is used In the libel .context only 
as equivalent to„"mallce in fact". The 
"Corpus Juris Secundum" at pages 35 
and 36 of vol. 7- is of the opinion thai 
malice in law docs not impute motives 
of ill win with intent to injure, and 
is not necessarily inconsistent with . . .. 
. goodfefalth'.'. The Wisconsin case of 
Wmiams V Hicks Printing Co. 150 N.W. 
183 Is cited for authority. 

; In that case it was held: 

- ■ "Thiis, In general, malice Is an 

essential element of libel, but not, 
necessarily, malice in the sense of 
actual ill will and intent to injure, 
constructive malice,, so-called — 
peiiHstration of ' Ihe^act^ without 
lawful excuse is sutficié'ni'i: ; i 

So It is not to be thought that 
mere good faith . . .' is, of itself, a 
defence,' because such faith is not 
inconsistent with malice In law..." 

It must be remembered that the oper- 
ating words in the motion referred to 
this Committee are 'bad faith', and not 
'llbcr: 

Having reference to the various defi- 
nitions of "bad faith" as well as those 
of "malice in fact", the Judicial Com- 
mittee is of the opinion that "bad faith" 
in the context of publishing denotes ill 
will, evil motive and intention to injure. 
It requires actual and not imputed in- 
tention. "Bad faith" is not simply bad 
Judgement or negligence, but imports 



dishonest purpose and conscious doing 
of wrong. It differs from the negative 
Idea of negligence In that It contempla- 
tes a state of mind affirmatively operat- 
ing with a furtive design or some motive 
of interest or ill will. 

In its. analysis of the testimony of Mr. 
Peter Allnutt In particular and the Man-* 
aging' Board of; the MeGill Daily . In 
. general, the Jtidlcial Committee7 makes 
the following observations : 

Mr. Allnutt had read the extract of 
the 'Realist' magazine in question. While 
he was of the opinion that the article 
would harm John Feketc's column, he 
did not expect an explosive reaction. 
There was no attempt to pass the article 
off as representing the truth. It was 
only- when the article actually appeared 
in the context of the itfcGill Daily that 
he realised an error of judgement had 
been made. 

While we are prepared to find bad 
judgement, we are unable, to find actual 
ill will or actual intent to Injure either 
the parties mentioned, in the article, or 
the students and institution of McGill 
University. Good faith is' always presu- 
med; bad faith must be proved at least 
on a balance of probabilities. 

The Judicial Committee has no alter- 
' native but to hold that the publishing of 
the article appearing in the MeGill Daily 
on November 3rd., 1067, entitled "Boll- 
Weevils" did not constitute an act of bad 
faith. 

Notwithstanding the position we take 
in law, certain comments must be made 
on the conduct of Mr. Allnutt as Editor 
of the McGitl Daily. We are almost un- 

.. animous in the view that Mr. Allnutt's 
decision to publish the article was ex- 
tremely irresponsible. The original "liter- 

^ ary effort" which appeared in the Real- 
ist was inexcusable and makes a more 

- than cancerous impression on us. Far 
from being analogous to the satire of 
Swift, as Mr. Krassncr later inferred in 
his Magazine, it was and is devoid of 
social merit or value, Mr. Allnutt's course 
of conduct which led to the decision to 
allow John Fekete's column to run as it 
did was Irresponsible, negligent and un- 
reasonable. While lie may have been In 
gMcj^U|^^be^l8 . certainly one editor 
whose lack of foreslgiit is appalling. 

{Labelle J. dissenting to this paragraph ;' 

My colleagues have felt they should 
express an opinion as to whether Mr. All' 
nutt's conduct in' publishing the article 
"Boll'WeeviW could be judged neglù 
gent. In order to do so they had to pass 
judgement on the morality, good taste 
or social value of the article as it was 
published in the Dally. / am not ready 
to do so. 

The Students' Council when drafting 
(minutes, November 8, 1967, pages 2266 
and 2207) the ^notion referring this mat- 



ter to the Judicial Committee^ expressly 
excluded the idea that this Committee 
should rule on a vtolatton of "canons of 
moroltty and good taste". It did so by 
deletinff such words from the original 
proposed motion. To rule on such quest- 
ion would now amount to doing indirect- 
ly wliat we were not asked to do direct- 
ly. The question put to us is limited to 
the strict issue of "bad faith". 

In order to decide whetlicr there was 
bad faith, we had not to look at the 
question of moralitv, literary value or 
social usefulness of the article publish- 
ed, but only to look at the actual ill Will : 
or actual intent which prompted the 
publication of said article. To rule on 
the validity of the article itself would, I 
suggest, deny the rights of the parties, 
by defining questions on which their 
counsels did not express their view of 
the. law. " 

' In view of what I have just stated, I 
■ think that, as a matter of law, the Jud- 
icial Committee ought not to comment 
upon the pseudo-negligence of tlie- 
Daily's jnanuflement or Editor in<;hief.) 

It was suggested to us by Mr. Cayne 
that the acts of Mr. Fekete as a column- 
ist must be imputed to Editor Allnutt. 
It is our view that while mandate is in- 
deed relevant to the relationship bet- 
ween people in these two positions, it is 
not the only factor which operates. For 
example, while someone may well 
write a piece of literature with a parti- 
cular design or intent, it does not fol- 
low that this intent becomes that of ; the ^ 
one who is instrumental in allowlni^ 
matter to go to press and reach tlt^ 
lie readership, notwithstanding the? 
that this person may be called to answer 
6n:a basis. which largely resulted from a 
mandate, relationship to which he was a 
party. 

Finally it is important that we com- 
ment on the relationship between the 
Students' Council and the Editor of the 
Daily, If only for the reason that the 
matter so brashly appeared from the 
reference as it was given to us. Any 
suggestion that the Editor may only be 
dismissed because of his bad faith ap- 
pears erroneous to this Committee. We 
have read with interest the decision 
handed down with respect to last yéar's 
Datfy crisis and it is our view that it 
would be most appropriate and ^ciMWctjki " 
to state that the Editor-in-Chief '^oi'fÂW' 
Daily can bé^fired only for cause. With- 
out wanting'to prescribe the precbe con- 
tours of the term "cause", we might cite 
as examples of "cause" the -decision to 
publish an article which is obscene or 
which might entail liability in the nature 
of civil and criminal libel. 

For the reasons which have been 
stated wc declare that the question rc- 
fciTed to us in the petition of November 
0, 1067, must be answered in the 
negative.

to the Judicial Committee last 
week, perhaps, "we were irre- 
sponsible, negligent, and' acted 
with lack of foresight". 

Council also tabled a motion 
establishing a new . process for 
selection ' of the Editor-in-Chief 
of the Daily. The motion, pre- 
sented by Blau, suggested that a 
committee l>e set up composed 
of three members of Council, 
two representatives from the 
Daily, and two professional Jour- 
nalists.
